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Death rate much higher 
for women on the ‘pill’

WASHINGTON (NC) — Women who 
have taken birth control pills for five or 
more consecutive years have a death 
rate nearly 10 times higher than 
nontakers, according to the most 
comprehensive studies ever made of 
the effects of oral contraceptives. 

The studies show that, overall, oral 
contraceptive users have a death 
rate 40 percent above other women of 
the same ages, with the risk higher for 
those who use the pill for longer 
periods and for those who smoke 
cigarettes. 

PUBLISHED in the British medical 
journal, The Lancet, the studies 
implicate the pill in deaths from high 
blood pressure, blood clots, various 
heart ailments, strokes and heart 
attacks. 

The studies confirm that the risks a 
woman undergoes when she takes 
oral contraceptives is greater thanthe 
risk she takes when she becomes 
pregnant. 

Lawrence Kane, executive director 
of the Human Life Foundation, 
Washington, D.C., said: 


ni “THE INTERESTING thing is this: for 


the first time, it has now been said — 


quoting the study — ‘The excess 
(death rate from the pill ) was 
substantially greater than the death 
rate from complications of pregnancy 
in the controls.” 

Kane pointed out that when the pill 
was introduced, backers claimed it 
would save women’s lives. 

The study is interesting, Kane said, 
in the light of- his organization’s 
experiences. “We see large numbers 
of couples leaving the pill and 
adopting natural family planning.” 

BUT THE PILL has damaged the 
cycles of many ex-users, he went on. 

“We've had evidence since 1970 on 
research by Dr. Alan Treloar of the 
University of Minnesota that once a 
woman goes on the pill, she changes 
her cycle, and it never returns to the 
range that it had prior to the pill.” 

Data published in The Lancet took 
nine years to compile and involves 
63,000 British women. 

THE NEW studies show that every 
year, 20 per 100,000 oral 
contraceptive users die pill-related 
deaths. 

Risks increase with age oad with 


cigarette smoking, diabetes, high 


cholesterol levels, obesity and high — 
blood pressure, according to the data.

Dean on commitment 


What makes USD a ‘Catholic’ university?

Catholic universities are not 

reducing their commitment to 

~ Catholic values in a world of secular 
influences. : 


This view is held strongly by the 
dean of arts and sciences at the 
University of San Diego, Dr. E. Joseph 
Pusateri, who arrived at the USD 
campus in June. 


“A CATHOLIC university is made by 
a combination of things—which 
| continue to exist—which can be seen 
in the curriculum,” he said. “Theology 
| ~ and philosophy departments in 
| particular, which are thriving, are 
| important indications, as they are at 
USD.” 
| 


The former chairman of the history 
department at Loyola University, New 
Orleans, was adamant that Catholic 
universities generally and USD in 
particular had in no sense lost their 
“Catholicity” in recent years. 


“The availability of campus 
ministry, to be seen in liturgies and 
other religious activities,” he said, “is 
ample evidence. 


“THERE SHOULD also be a ‘critical 
mass’ of the faculty who are Catholic, 
or at least Christians,” he went on. “I 

~ can't exactly define ‘critical mass’ but 
we should have enough to convince 
students that there is no contradiction 
between faith and reason. 


“The example of the faculty and the 
university itself is, of course, part of 
the answer,” said the dean who was 
born ‘in 1935 and raised in St. Louis 

’ and whose early Catholic education 
came from parochial school and a 
Christian Brothers high school. 


Would he like to see more “aggres- 
sive’ Catholic practices such as 
compulsory mass attendance or 
prayers in class? 


“No,” he answered. “It becomes 
mechanical if made compulsory.” He 
is sorry to know that crucifixes have 
disappeared from some classrooms, 
but as to prayers before class, he 
leaves that to the individual teacher. 


WHAT ABOUT allowing other than 
Catholic viewpoints to be spread ona 
Catholic campus? 


“It's important that other kinds of 
belief and faith commitments are 
examined,” he said. “It strengthens 
the Catholicism,” he added, and, 
quoting from John Stuart Mill, he said, 
“unless we listen to dissenting 
viewpoints we assume our own 
infallibility.” 

_ “Learning,” he added, “takes place 
not in refusing to listen to another 
point of view but in refusing to assent 
to it.” 


THERE ARE occasions when 
something which may be inimical to 
Catholic teaching and views may be 
justified on a Catholic campus, he 
feels, if the intention has academic 


value and is serious. 


However, he knows no way of 
checking in advance what an 
individual professor may bring to his 
class by way of instruction except by 
the established views of the univer- 
sity. 


“We make it clear when recruiting 
what we stand for,” he said. “A teacher 
may want to discuss something which 
we accept—even the existence of 
God—so long as it is a serious and 
scholarly examination and not held 
up to ridicule.” 


Catholic universities, he considers, 


‘are proud of their Catholic connec- 


tion. “I don’t think USD or others play 
it down,” he said. “Pluralism is 
accepted in all things and we show 
Ourselves as one important stream of 
knowledge.” 


HIS COLLEGE of arts and sciences 
has 115 faculty with “possibly five or 
10 percent” priests or religious, a 
proportion which has dropped over 
the years with the decline in vocations 
to religious life. 


Dr. Pusateri feels, too, that there 
has been a greater commitment of 
priests, particularly Jesuits, to fields 
other than higher education—to 
social apostolates—which he regrets. 


“There is a need for clergy in 
universities as a very important role 
model,” he claims. : 


AS TO TODAY'S students, he sees _

them similiar to those of his university 
generation of the 50s. “I think they’re 
a product of a disturbed decade,” he 
said, “but not so different from those 
of the '50s. They are more remini- 
scent of that group than of the angry 
students of the ’60s,” he added. 


Dr. Pusateri, whose wife and four 
children join him as parishioners of 
Our Mother of Confidence parish, has 
a background of Notre Dame and St. 
Louis universities, in addition to John 
Carroll, Cleveland, and Loyola, New 
Orleans. 


He finds considerable hope for the 
“Catholic” aspects of the University of 
San Diego, as well as great hope for its 
expanding future generally.

Deferred Gift Program's goal 
Make the diocese an heir?

Gerald Giles has been 
director of the diocesan 
Deferred Gift Program little 
more than a year, and 
reports that response has 
been “quite good”. 


The program serves the 
four-county diocese which 
has about 567,000 Catho- 
lics,. more than 170 
parishes, 71 elementary 
schools, seven high 


- schools, 22 colleges and 
nearly 25,000 pupils. - 


DEFERRED GIVING has a 
number of programs to 
help people make bequests 
to the diocese and their 
parishes. 


Giles emphasized that a 
person making awill should 
provide for all family needs 
first. 

“If after this is done it is 
possible to consider the 
church, then such remem- 
brance by bequest is en- 
couraged,” Giles said. 


DIOCESAN PROGRAMS 
that benefit from deferred 
giving include — scholar- 
ships, care for the aged, 
unwed mother care, pro-life 
instruction, priests’ 
retirement, youth activities 
and others. 


In deferred giving, a per- 
son.agrees to a future gift of 
such properties as cash, 
securities, real estate. The 


diocese would use the gift 
after the donor's lifetime. 


Giles said there are four 
main categories of deferred 
gifts: bequests, life insur- 
ance, living trusts and life 
estate contracts. 


A BEQUEST to the church 
may be included in a will. 


_As such, it is exempt from 


federal estate taxes and 
state inheritance taxes. 


The diocese may be 
made beneficiary of life 
insurance policies. In this, 
the insured divests himself 
of ownership rights, andthe 
premiums he pays will be 
tax deductible as charitable 
contributions. 


The life estate contract 
involves donating real 
property such as a home or 
farm, and assures direct 
passage of the property to 


the church without delays. 


or expenses of probate. 
THE DONOR may live on 
the property during his 
lifetime and keep any 
income from it. But he gets 
an income tax deduction 
for the charitable gift in the 
same year he signs the life 
estate contract, Giles said. 


There are several types of 
living income trusts. A 
major advantage here is 
that the gift results in estate 
and inheritance tax exemp- 
tions. 


There are also gift annui- 
ties where the donor makes 
the gift for the church’s use 
now, and considerable tax 
advantages result for the 
donor. 


GILES POINTED to the 
many diocesan programs 
being carried out with the 
help of deferred gifts. 


-These include: 


Religious education for 
the deaf, mentally retarded 
and physically handicapped; 
youths on probation; _. 


“Also, Catholic Family 


- Service; unwed mothers 


emergency aid to help with 
rides, food, clothing and 
medicine; St. Vincent de 
Paul thrift centers. 


GILES SAID he is always 
happy to explain the De- 
ferred Gift Program to 
would-be donors. 


One of his first pieces of 
advice is “make a will” and 
he always advises that 
donors go to their family 
lawyer for that purpose. 


“Some people are reluc- 
tant to consult attorneys or 
pay for drawing awill,” Giles 
said. “But legal advice is 
essential. 


“THERE ARE some 
places where senior 
citizens may make a will for 
as little as $10,” he 
commented.

Church doesn’t work on opinion polls 


If the church teaching was tailored in reaction to 
public opinion polls we would be in deep trouble. 
Unfortunately we get so used to politicians and 
others changing their tune in accord with the 
demands of the latest poll, that some people expect 
the church to do the same. 


As a Canadian bishop observed at the siud in 
Rome, the church cannot adjust her teaching on 
artificial birth control to fit popular practice among 
American Catholics. “We can’t adjust our teaching 
to surveys,” said Bishop G. Emmett Carter, 
president of the Canadian Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. “The church isn’t in the consumer 
business or in a popularity contest,” he added. 


“One minute. we are criticized for not being 
prophetic, then when we take a prophetic stand we 
are criticized for not following the will of the 
people,” quipped the prelate. And when asked 
about the alienation of people from the church by 
the teaching on birth control, he said the church 
“has no place to hide. We must accept the 
consequences of our position.”

The 
bishops are spirited in debate and reflect a great 
variety of views—as becomesea church which is 
truly catholic and Catholic. There are tensions 
within the church, none will deny. 

But as Archbishop Thomas Winning of Glasgow, 


Scotland, said at a press conference after one 
synod session: “Surely there are tensions, but you 


‘don’t get tensions from a dead body. Tension is a 


sign of life.” 


Let’s evangelize 


The wish to evangelize seems to be more 
prevalent these days. Once it was a term used 
mainly in connection with preachers in tents.who 
roamed the deep south. Now it is the challenge to 
all of us to bring the fullness of the message of 
Christ to each other and to:all. 


In this diocese there is talk of a massive 
evangelization program which will bring each of us 
into the action and put us in the picture through 
parish level activities. 


- Planned rather like the diocesan synod we had a 
few years ago, it will not be an overnight, one 
Sunday effort, but a lasting, persevering program of 
faith-sharing under the direction of someone 
capable of doing the tremendous job that Father 
Phillip Straling did as executive director of the 
synod. Let’s hope the bishop can find another 
superman—or should it be superpriest?

As the national CPA (press) convention is coming 
to San Diego next April, we hope that certified 
accountants are not even coming west, as most of 
our delegates will be. 


Reaching the unchurched 
A related subject—directly related—to the synod 


’ in Rome is the question of those millions who are 


not.churchgoers of any kind. How do we reach 
them? George Gallup, a pollster, recently spoke to 
the Catholic University of America and suggested 
nine steps which might be taken to evangelize the 
unchurched or the uncommitted. They include: 
—Examine the effectiveness of your mission; 
—Increase church outreach through couseling 
services; 
'—Take advantage of the growing reservoir of 
man (and woman) power in the U:S.; 


—Examine reasons why people leave; 


—Pay attention to the leadership needs of 
women; 


—Help develop ways to strengthen the family 
unit; ; 

—Examine the financial potential of people both 
in and outside the church; 


—Improve communications between laity and . 
clergy and between upper hierarchy and parish 
priests; 


—Encourage more lay participation in ehureh 
affairs.

Gift of life transplants __ 

We all have the opportunity to make a gift of life 
and sight to others by willing our healthy bodily 
organs to them, particularly our corneas and 


kidneys. 


When Alexander Esau, a victim of the Sonof Sam 
killer in New York, died last April his mother gave 
permission for these organs to be given to help 
another. Then came the shock. The hospital sent a 
bill for $1,000 for the cost of removing the organs. 
Mrs. Esau was appalled. 

The hospital's explanation: it routinely bills the 
survivors of organ donors under the assumption 
that government or other hospital insurance would 
pick up the cost. 


The way of the lonely 


Most of the time, of course, 


merit—can healing from the root-sin, 


resentment many people feel over the 
whole question of “original sin” and 
the “indelible mark” which catechists 
used to tell us was passed on from 
generation to generation of sinful 
mankind. 


“Why,” asked one young woman,” 
should we have to be willing to accept 
the idea of suffering for someone 
else’s sin—of being born marked by 
someone else’s wrongdoing?” | 
suppose catechists ‘must hear this 
complaint in one form or another over 
and over again. 


HEARING, one almost expects 
Christ to materialize in our midst 
crying, “Let him who is without sin 
cast the first stone” —or make the first 
complaint. 


The only person we can be certain 
ever suffered innocently for the sins of 
others was Christ himself. The rest of 
us manage very weil to inflict our own 
sins upon ourselves and everyone 
else! 


although we are hardly aware of what 
constitutes sin in ourselves, although 
ever alert to the “obvious” sinfulness 
of others. But Father George Maloney, 
a Jesuit, in his book Inward Stillness, 
speaks of the “root-sin” of mankind as 
pervasive loneliness from which we 
seek to extricate ourselves by various 
power plays. 


“THE THINGS we do leaned sins are . 


nothing but manifestations of our 
desire to show ourselves and others 
that we are worthy of being loved,” he 
writes. All the angers and hostilities 
and meanness are projections of our 
own frustration and disappointment 
in the face of our felt unworthiness. 


It is a concept that carries the seeds - 
of tragedy! How very sad that the 
longing to be loved and lovable should 
force us into those actions and 
attitudes that drive us further and 
further from the attainment of our 
goal! 

With stunning stupidity—for 
creatures who owe their existence 


continue to misunderstand the nature 
of love. We try to demand it when it 
can only be given freely; bind it when it 
defies possession. 


THE EGOTISM and frightening 
insecurity, endemic to our “fallen” 
human condition, which leads us to 
believe that somehow we must make 
ourselves worthy of love, also drives 
us to various forms of destructive 


-behavior when we fear we are not 


loved. 


Paradoxically, the more we con- 
ceive of ourselves as unworthy of love, 
the more we are likely to insist on 
wholesale and unremitting devotion 


from others, while giving as little as 


possible of ourselves. It is tragic but 
true that this urge to dominate and 
possess inevitably destroys the love it 
is meant to secure. 


Only in the experience of the truth 
that we are and always have been 
loved—and with an intensity beyond 
anything we could ever demand or 


from terrifying inner loneliness, 
begin. 

THEN WE LEARN that we are 
vulnerable to sin, whether our own or 
someone else's, only to the degree to 
which we allow ourselves to forget or 
ignore God’s unfailing love for us. 
Then, when heartending gratitude 
overcomes shame it opens the door to 
all the virtues we struggled so hard to 
attain without success before. 


The glimpse of divine compassion 
and forgiveness, however fleeting and 
filtered, must lead us_to,risk 
compassion and forgiveness our- 
selves. Even the slightest hint of that 
love and understanding must evoke in 
us a responsive impulse of gentleness 
and consideration towards others. 


If then, by some miracle of grace, 
we should become pure in heart at 
last, rather than complain of bearing 
the brunt of the sins of generations, 
we would search out more and more 
ways of reparation to that. consistently - 
abused love!

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Impact of world bishops’ meeting 


Synod curtain raiser to U.S. document

VATICAN CITY (NC)—What impact will this discussion 
of the church’s catechetical work—its efforts to foster 
mature faith in Catholics—have on catechesis around 
the world? 


Will the deliberations of the synod contribute to a 
genuine catechetical renewal or gather dust on a shelf? 
When all the words have been spoken, will anything 
happen? 


AS THIS month-long international meeting of bishops 
draws to a close, there are the obvious questions. They 
are not at all easy to answer. 


Since the synod makes recommendations but does not 
legislate, it would be unrealistic to expect it to have an 
overnight impact. Whatever influence it has will take 
much longer to be felt. 


In the United States, at least, something of potentially 
major importance to catechetics will happen very soon— 
in less than a month, in fact—not precisely as a result of 
the synod but certainly in light of what the synod has 
done. 


A PRINCIPAL item on the sean of the bishops’ 
semiannual general meeting Nov. 14 to 17 in Washing- 
ton, D.C., will be the National Catechetical Directory for 
the United States. This document, five years in 
preparation, may be one of the most important in the 
history of catechetics in the U.S. 


The directory will be the authoritative statement of 
policy governing the content and methods of all forms of 
catechesis at all levels in our country. 


In its present form it is a 55,000-word text covering 
everything from doctrinal content to catechetical 


materials, from stages of psychological development to 
principles of organization. 


THE DIRECTORY has been prepared through one of the 
largest consultative processes ever employed in drafting 
an ecclesiastical document. 


Before a word was written, more than 60,000 people 
took part in meetings around the country in late 1973 and 
early 1974 to present their ideas of what a national 
catechetical directory should be. Based on what they 
said, a first draft was prepared and published in 
December, 1974. 


More consultation followed, culminating in the spring 


of 1975 at 12 regional meetings of the National 


Conference of Catholic Bishops, at which priests, 
religious, and lay people discussed the document with 
the hierarchy. Some 76,000 responses were submitted. 


THE SECOND DRAFT appeared late last year. It, too, 
was the subject of a national consultation, this time 
focusing on diocesan studies. A third draft was published 
earlier this year and submitted to the bishops for 
comments. 


The bishops will have a revised version of this 
document before them when they meet next month in 
Washington. If they accept it, it will be sent to the Holy 
See for final approval. 


The importance of this project should be apparent. 
For a number of reasons catechesis has been an area of 
considerable tension in the church in our country since 
Vatican Council Il. 


THERE 1S REASON to think the project has already 
helped reduce tensions and bring people together. The 
consultation process has been a forum for airing views 
and the emergence of consensus. 


Thus a potential weakness of the directory has also

become a source of strength. It reflects the best insights 
of many different people with many different interests— 
all of them sincerely concerned about the future of 
catechesis. 


It would be very unrealistic, however, to think that the 
directory.will solve all the problems and cause a renewed 
burst of catechetical zeal. Such things can help. They 
cannot do the job alone. 


THE SYNOD, for example, has agreed on many 
elements of what is required for the renewal of 
catechesis. Conversion to Christ, on the part of catechists 
as well as those catechized, and a thoroughly Christo- 
centric approach are clearly essential. 


But none of this will happen merely because a synod 
says it is important or a catechetical directory encour- 
ages it. That will require the concerted efforts of all those 
at every level in the church who recognize that the future 
of catechesis is the future of the church.

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Five pastors lead Holy Rosary to 50th year

SAN BERNARDINO—This weekend 25 
founding parishioners may be present to 
celebrate Holy Rosary parish’s golden 
jubilee along with current parishioners 
and the pastor, Father Phillip F. Straling 
who was baptized in the church in 1933. 


The anniversary celebration is 
scheduled to start with 5 p.m. mass on 
Saturday, Oct. 29, with the principal 
celebrant Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


THE PASTOR said the parish’s founding 
residents will be honored during the mass 
and will present Bishop Maher with a large 
candle symbolizing the golden jubilee. He 
said it will be lighted at Sunday masses 
during the balance of the jubilee year. 


PASTOR’S BAPTISM RECORD—Father Phillip Straling, pastor of Holy Rosary parish, 


A jubilee dinner will follow at 7:30 p.m. 
at the San Bernardino Orange Show 
Grounds. On the following afternoon 
festivities including games, refreshments 
and sale goods, music, folk dancing and 
bingo are planned in the church parking 
lots and hall. 


Father Straling said prices will be held 
as close as possible to those of parish 
founding days. “But we know thatinflation | 
has taken its toll,” he said. 


FATHER STRALING, who was appointed 
pastor April 2, 1976, said, “There have 
only been five pastors of Holy Rosary in its 
50-year history. The first four have done 
great work in building it up as one of the 
mother parishes of San Bernardino. 


Many of our parishioners and parochial

school graduates have become leading 
citizens of San Bernardino over the 
parish’s 50-year history. 

“THERE ARE many with roots in the 
parish, and | can’t help but feel a part of 
them,” said Father Straling, whose parents 
lived in the parish when he was baptized. 


HOLY ROSARY parish is the third oldest 
established in the Inland Empire, 
preceded by St. Bernardine and Our Lady 
of Guadalupe parishes in 1867 and 1926 
respectively. 


It was the Feast of Christ the King, Oct. 
30, 1927, when the new parish's first mass 
was Said in a house at 2107 Sierra Way. 


Father Straling has no record of the 
number of founding families, but today 
there are nearly 1,500 parish families. 


BUT,THE RECORDS do show that Maria 
Elizabeth Zimmerman was the first person 
baptized in the parish, on Dec. 25, 1927, 
by founding pastor Father Patrick Curran. 


It was six months later when Father 
Curran officiated at the parish’s first 
wedding on June 5, 1928. Frank H. Krug 
and Catherine Morntensen were the 
couple. 


The initial parish boundaries extended 
north from 18th Street to the crests of the 
San Bernardino Mountains, five miles east 
to Highland, and 10 miles west to Fontana. 


ALTHOUGH St. Bernardine is the area’s 
mother church, Holy Rosary counts nine 
parishes among those formed from its old 
boundaries. They are: 


St. Anthony, Assumption, St. Anne, and 
Our Lady of Fatima in San Bernardino; St. 
Adelaide, Highland; and St. Joseph, Big 
Bear; Our Lady of the Lake, Arrowhead; St. 
Frances Xavier, Crestline; and St. Anne in 
the Mountains, Running Springs. 

Holy Rosary church was dedicated in 
October 1928 on the Feast of the Holy 
Rosary. Bishop Cantwell officiated at the 
dedication, before the San Diego diocese 
was formed. 

DUTIES OF Holy Rosary pastors and 
priests went beyond spiritual needs of 
immediate parish families. They also saw 
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Holy Rosary church 


to the same needs for Catholics at St. 
Bernardine Hospital, San’ Bernardino 
County Hospital and the Indian 
Reservation in Del Rosa. 


Father Curran died in 1932 and was 
succeeded by Father Thomas O’Sullivan. 
After a year, Father Thomas Matthews 
succeeded Father O'Sullivan. 


Father Mathews died in 1961 and was 
succeeded by Father John P. Bland who 
had been administrator since 1959. 
Father Bland, now a monsignor, remained 
as pastor until March 17, 1976, when he 
retired and became pastor emeritus. 


As Southern California began to grow in 
the 1930’s the San- Diego diocese was 
created in 1936 under Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy and included parishes inthe Inland 
Empire. Until then, they were part of the 
Los Angeles diocese. 


HOLY ROSARY continued to grow, too. 
In 1936 the parish rectory was built; a 
parochial school was opened in 1947; a 
convent was constructed in 1950; and in 
1955 Holy Rosary church was expanded 
and renovated. A parish hall followed. near 
the church at 2525 N. Arrowhead St.

Centuries ago, monks 
brought farming methods 


to European

To acquire a quick fix on the rise of monks, 
think of Egypt, Ireland and Italy. Ascetics. 
Nomadic intellectuals. Common sense 
farmers. 


The first monks appeared in Egypt around 
330. They emphasized asceticism, withdrawal 
from the world (desert life) and forms of piety 
that to us seem eccentric to say the least. Paul 
of Thebes wore palm leaves and dined on a 
half loaf of bread brought to him by a crow. 


HILARION ATE only bread, water, salt 
and lentils. Some perched in trees. And don’t 
forget Simon Stylites who lived on a 60-foot 
high column, exposed to the elements where 
he praised the Lord by -a thousand 
prostrations a day. 


About 360, St. Basil wrote a Rule which 


tempered much of the oddity, but the empha: : 


sis on personal asceticism remained. 


‘Far different were the Irish monks who 
flourished after the conversion of Ireland by 
Patrick. The Egyptian monks flowered in the 
rich civilization of the Byzantine empire. The 
asceticism was somewhat a reaction to the 
affluence around them. 


IRISH MONKS grew up ina country that 
was tribal and nomadic and maritime. 
Further, Ireland was so hospitable to 
Christianity that it welcomed the new religion 
without violence, martyrdom or any known 
instance of violence. 


Irish monks were ardent students of the 
Bible and remarkably gifted in the arts. And 
they enjoyed roaming the seas. This 
accounted for their religious colonizing of the 
Celtic lands and eventually moving into 
France, Switzerland and parts of Germany. 


Men like Columbanus and others 
established more than 40 monasteries in 
these place. Wearing long white habits, 
carrying curved staffs, bearing holy books in 
waterproof bags around their necks, they 
bore the gospel and their cultivated 
monasticism into Europe. 


BUT THE Europe of those days needed 
more than Egyptian ascetics or Irish 
culturalists. Europe needed farmers. The 
population explosion among the tribes meant 
that hunting and foraging would not produce 
enough food. 


Out of Italy came a third monastic 
movement to-.respond to this need. The 


communities 


common sense farmer-monk arose from the 
genius of St. Benedict. Blending the ascetical 
strain of the Egyptians and the humanist 
decency implied by the Irish monks, Benedict 
created a community of monks who would 
convert the swamps of Europe into golden 
meadows. 


Benedict moderated the withdrawal from 
the world tendencies of the Egyptians and the 
nomadic preferences of the Irish. With the 
cloister, he retained the privacy for prayer. 
With stabilized monasteries he chee. the 
wanderlust of the monks. 


BUT WITH the call to move out into all of 
Europe, his monks traveled, not for 
wandering’s sake, but to settle new 
territories. The stunning achievement of the 
Benedictine monks—and their successors, 
the Cistercian monks—was to lay a firm 
economic base for Europe in million of acres 
of cultivated and well managed farmland. 


Basically, they taught the tribes how to 
settle down, sow crops, rotate the crops, 
keep records, plan ahead and invest in the 
future. 


The dominance of the Benedictine style 
over the other kinds of monasticism was due 
in large measure to its practicality and to the 
push given by Pope Gregory the Great. 
Gregory saw how valuable the Benedictine 
way would be for the church and for the 
future of Europe. 


EGYPTIAN ASCETICISM was too 
withdrawalist. Irish cultivation of the arts was 


too remote from pressing needs. Benedict - 


provided a pragmatic middle way and 
prevailed. . 


Of course the Benedictine way didn’t just 
produce farmers, it also produced an 
immensely attractive prayer life and 
spirituality. With.the divine office, meditative 


reading of the Bible, emphasis on fraternal . 


and communal charity and the tradition of 
hospitality to be shown to Christ the Guest, 
these monks-carved out a Christian life style 
that inspired millions, helped evangelize 


Europe and give birth to a multitude of other - 


types of religious orders. 


These monks saved the best ina tempered 
asceticism from the Eqyptians and a taste for 
learning and culture from the Irish. Linking 
this to spiritual ideals and economic needs, 
they gave Europe a basis for the civilization 
that was to come. 


The quiet revolution 


The shape and color of 
the church are changing 
as center moves south

There’s a quiet revolution going on in the 
Catholic church today and it will decisively 
shape what our children and certainly their 
children will know as church in the third 
millenium after Christ. Swiss missiologist 
Walbert Buhlmann calls it the coming of the 
Third Church, the church of the Third World, 
of Africa, Asia and especially Latin America. 


One could argue, in fact, that it’s already 
here except that we in the so-called First 
World, Europe and North America, continue 
to fix our gaze, as McLuhan puts it, on the 
rear-view mirror. We look at where we’ve just 
been and imagine that’s a fair picture of the 
future when it doesn’t even describe where 
we are today. 


ROUGHLY HALF the world’s Catholics 
are today in the southern hemisphere, the 
Third World. Fully a third are in Latin 
America and before the century is out—less 
than 23 years away—at least half of the 
world’s projected 1.2 billion faithful will be on 
that one continent. 


More than numbers are involved. It’s the 
shape and texture and coloration of the 
church that is undergoing a major sea- 
change as the center of gravity moves 
southward. Because we live at the tail-end of 
the Second Church’s predominance, that of 
the “European” church, and in a “European 
offshoot’’—the United States—that still 
wields inordinate (but rapidly diminishing) 
power in the world, the changes that are all 
but inevitable are also hard for us to imagine. 


But Buhlmann’s typology is persuasive, at 
least in general outline. His First Church was 
that of the east where Christianity began and 
initially took root. The first eight ecumenical 
councils, he notes, were held on eastern soil. 


THE SECOND Church flourished in 
Europe from the beginning of the Middle Ages 
to the dawn of the modern era and has 
continued to be the paradigm for THE 
church, what Lennie Bruce called irreverently 
but not inaccurately “the only THE church.” 


But in the last quarter century, we have 
witnessed such sweeping changes in every 
part of the world that we find it difficult to 
remember that only 17 years ago an equal 
number of African states first gained their 
independence. 


The dramatic presence of these African 


churches at Vatican Il and the explosive 
creativity of the new Latin American church 


after Medellin (1968) clearly portend the ~ 


coming of the Third World Church. 


EVEN WITHIN the United States the 
third-worlding of the church is moving apace. 
Two months ago more than a thousand 
Hispanic Catholics met in Washington for the 
Segundo Encuentro Hispano De Pastoral, a 
kind of Spanish-speaking Call to Action 
conference. 


They debated and issued position papers 
and resolutions that had come up from 
meetings in the various regions of the country 
in which a hundred thousand people actively 
participated. One simple statistic stands out: 
The Hispanic Catholics in the United States 
already make up a quarter of the church’s 
population here and they are on the move. 


The Third Church, like the Third World, 
may be in the ascendency but it’s strictly an 


uphill process. Nobody slides up the . 


mountain. So there is struggle going on and it 
is struggle, more than shifting population or 
conversion trends, that explains why the 
church of Latin American and Africa and 


Asia—and the church of the migrant and — 


refugee and oppressed within the First 
World—is coming into its own. 


THE GOAL of this struggle is the just 
society, a world that has overcome all forms 
of oppression and domination. For Third 
World Christians,. for the Third Church 
therefore, the goal is one of liberation. 


Gustavo Gutierrez, probably the best 
known proponent of the theology of 
liberation, describes the task as threefold: 
personal liberation from selfishness and all 
sin; political liberation of the community (a 
nation, a race) from social and economic 
exploitation; and the final conversion through 
history of the human race into the Kingdom of 
God. 


These ideals, certainly, are lofty ones. Yet 
we must constantly attempt to realize them. 


For us in the globe’s northern half, the 
Third World demands for a just international 
order are as much an opportunity for our own 
growth as they are a challenge to our 
complacency. 


How we deal with the explosive Panama- 


issue, for one exmple, may tell a lot more 
about us than we realize.

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Farm priest has been 


in love with the land 
all of his life

’ “Every spoonful of earth is full of gold. God 
Almighty must be laughing at us because we 
do not know how to use it better.” 


The comment is typical of Msgr. Luigi 
Ligutti who, even in his 80th year, still views 
the earth as a prodigious source of riches and 
blessings which man generally has yet to 
envision clearly. Or, as he expresses this 
vision so often in his personal contacts, “Man 
is a beggar sitting on a chair of gold.” 


LUIGI LIGUTTI, born of a peasant 
farming family in Italy, raised in the American 
farmbelt, has been in love with the land and 
those who live by the land all of his life. He 
immigrated to Des Moines, Iowa, in 1912, 
from north Italy where he had been born 17 
years earlier. 


He brought with him the tenaciousness, the 
capacity to hang on, and the strong, simple 
but clear faith of his peasant farming roots. In 
the U.S. he quickly found ways of translating 
these characteristics into a lifetime devoted to 
improving the living conditions of farm people 
both in the U.S. and throughout the world. 


Reviewing Msgr. Ligutti’s accomplish- 
ments, Bishop Edward E. Swanstrom, the 
former head of Catholic Relief Services, 
recalled that it was a “concern for the crucial 
issues of humanity—human misery, hunger 
and starvation—that shaped Msar. Ligutti’s 
life. 


: “FROM MY personal experiences and. 
contacts with this marvelous man, | realized 
in later years that he was at his best in 
problems of environment, hunger, immigra- 
tion and development.” 


Young Father Ligutti was a priest in a rural 
America badly hit by the Great Depression of 
the ’30s. His people were suffering greatly 
from the economic disaster that sent Wall 
Street stock brokers jumping out of windows 
in 1929. 


The effects of the Depression wiped out 
many farmers and left the entire sector of 
rural America wallowing in debt and difficulty 
long after the general economic recovery had 
begun. 


IT WAS IN this world that the young 
Ligutti began his life’s work. Among his first 
successes was a project destined to provide 
homes and mini-farms for coal miners living in 
his parish of Granger, Iowa. 


Most of these miners worked only 150 days 
a year at best and earned no more than $800a 
year. Father Ligutti saw that these men and 
their families needed not only a roof over their 
heads but a source of food for the table even 
in the leanest of times. 


He began by organizing his fellow 
townsmen to set up the Granger Homestead 
project. The project was to use government 
funds to build 50 homes on 225 acres of 
farmland outside Granger. Three-and-a-half 


acres of each homestead was to be devoted to 
farming and livestock. 


FATHER LIGUTTI was the driving force 
behind the project. When it ran into 
bureaucratic snags, he traveled to 


Washington to plead his case in every - 


available corridor of power. The project was 
approved and became one of the show places 
of the “New Deal” administration of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


From Granger, Ligutti’s path led to writing, 
speaking and organizing on an ever- 
broadening level. He became the key official 
of the National Catholic Rural Life 
Conference. First as president and then as 
executive secretary of this organization for 
almost 20 years, Msgr. Ligutti was thrust 
upon the national scene as a leader of rural 
sociology. 


The national level soon evolved into the 
international world. He was tireless in 
organizing congresses, meetings and study 
groups, all aimed at improving the lot of the 
poor and most especially the poor farmer. He 
espoused government assistance, credit 
unions, production cooperatives and small, 
self-help development projects designed to let 
men help themselves, to grow and live in 
simple dignity. 


THE TEACHINGS of the church and the 
social action encyclicals of three popes were 
his guide. He became a spokesman for the- 
stateless refugees of post-war Europe. He 
opposed racial discrimination and became 
the champion of keeping immigrant families 
together despite discriminating national 
policy and ethnic preferences. 


Because of his worldwide efforts to 
improve the life of the poor farmer, he 
frequently was called on by the church to 
represent its views in international 
convocations. He was the first permanent 
observer of the Holy See to the Food and 
Agricultural Organization of the United 
Nations. 


During the Second Vatican Council he was 
chosen as a specialist advisor to the Council 
Fathers and had the joy of seeing one of his 
pet proposals—the establishment of the 
Pontifical Commission for Justice and 
Peace—become a reality. 


AN ADVISOR to presidents and popes, 
engaged in a lifelong struggle in behalf of the 
poor and displaced, Msgr. Ligutti neverthe- 
less has never lost his small-town humility and 
humor. As he once wrote while visiting 
Teheran, “There are 1,200,000 asses in Iran. I 
am leaving on Monday: no use in crowding 
the joint.” 


Years ago, Msgr. Ligutti was nicknamed 
“The Farm Priest.” It is a fitting one since it 
capsulizes his own explanation, given in his 
first years in Granger, of why he was doing 
what he was doing. “My people were farmers 
and I was interested in my people.”

Christian meditation 


Take your hurt to prayer

One of the great Messianic prophecies 
describing Jesus says: “See, my servant will 


- prosper, he shall be lifted up, exalted, rise to 


great heights. As the crowds were appalled on 
seeing him—so disfigured did he look—”a 
thing despised and rejected by men, a man of 
sorrows and familiar with suffering.” (Isaiah 
52:13+; 53:3+) 


Sorrow can be a time of weakening self- 


pity. This is especially so when we go around 
telling everyone about all of our problems! We 
can use the tale of our woes to enhance our 
self-importance and further our self- 
justification. 


THE HURTS and rejection we experience 
have a way of questioning the idea we have of 
our own value. It is at times like this we go 
around looking for sympathy, for some cheap 
reassurance. 


If we could really believe that our Father in 
heaven allows trials for our growth, we would 
be more careful about seeking too quick a 
solution in a cheap type of affirmation. Yes, 
our self-respect has been hurt, but this is in 
order that our self-worth may be put on a 
firmer foundation: 


we may share his own holiness. Of course, 
any punishment is most painful at the time, 
and far from pleasant; but later, in those on 
whom it has been used, it bears fruit in peace 
and goodness.” (Hebrews 12:10) 


RATHER THAN seeking the easy way 
out through self-pity, clamorous self- 
assertiveness, or servile dependence on the 
approval of others, take the hurt to prayer. 
Better yet, take it to silence so that you can 
hear God speaking; so that you can hear what 
God has to say about your hurt. 


Ultimately, it all will come down to you and 
God and whether you are going to allow your 
Father in heaven to train you in the truth; 
whether you will allow the Father to form a 
Christ-like character in you: “He submitted 
so humbly that his prayer was heard. 
Although he was Son, he learned to obey 
through suffering.” (Hebrews 5:7+) 


It. is at times like this that we need human 


consolation to prepare us to stand before 
God and ask, “how am I going to go through 
this?” 


I would like to urge you now to bring your- 
problems to silence so you can hear the Lord 
lovingly lead you through your time of training 
into a share in His goodness and holiness.

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Talking Point 


- Death is not an end, but a beginning 


Several factors have helped make “death and 
dying” an issue of widespread public attention 
in recent years. Among them are the famous 
case of Karen Quinlan, the amazing progress of 
medical science and technology, and 
concerted efforts in many state legislatures to 
enact laws that purport to ensure “death with 
dignity” or attempt to give a legal definition of 
death. 

For the Christian, death is not the end but the 
beginning, the transition point in the journey to 
the Father. In this perspective it is not 
necessary to hold death back in every possible 
way, but it is important to maximize life and to 
live in and with Christ. 


FOR EACH OF us, life is a gift from God over 
which we have stewardship but not perfect 
dominion. 


Through the years Catholic theologians 
developed the basic principles regarding use of 
ordinary and extraordinary means to preserve 
life. In Catholic theology, the ordinary means of 
preserving life are generally described as all 
medicines, treatments and operations which 
offer a reasonable hope of benefit for the 
patient and can be obtained and used without 
excessive pain, expense, or other inconveni- 
ences. 


Extraordinary means, on the other hand, are 
those which cannot be obtained or used 
without excessive pain, expense, or other 
inconvenience, or which if used would not offer 
a reasonable hope of benefit. 


THE TEACHING of the church is that we are 
held to use all ordinary means to preserve life 
but are not obliged to use extraordinary means. 
Deciding to use or forego extraordinary means 
is primarily the responsibility of the patient, or, 
if the patient is unconscious or incompetent, 
those closest to the patient. These decisions 
should also involve a sense of responsibility 
shared by the patient, the family, the spiritual 
adviser and the physician. 


Recently proposed: laws fall into the 
following categories: those which would permit 
“mercy killing’; those which would provide for 
the discontinuance of life-sustaining or 
extraordinary means in certain instances; and 
those which attempt to give a legal definition of 
death. 


Those laws which would permit “mercy 
killing” allow someone to take direct action to 
terminate the life of a dying person (active 
euthanasia), or to withdraw ordinary means of 
sustaining life, are morally objectionable and 
cannot be supported. 


OTHER PROPOSED laws would permit 
passive euthanasia. They are commonly 
referred to as “right-to-die,” ‘‘death-with- 
dignity,” or “natural death” statutes, and 
provide for the discontinuance of life- 
sustaining or extraordinary means in certain 
instances. 


At first glance these laws may seem 
harmless, but they are in fact, unnecessary,

BILLS WHICH attempt to give a legal 
definition of death have also been introduced in 
many states. Although they do not seem as 
ambiguous or potentially dangerous as 
euthanasia laws, they are wrapped in 
controversy and are of questionable value. 
Prudence dictates a cautious approach to such 
legislation.

dying, views euthanasia legislative activity as a 
sign of failure to meet the real needs of the 
dying. “I find it sad that we should have to have 
laws about matters like this,” she said. 


“1 think we should use our human judgment, 
and come to grips with our own fear of death. 
Then we could respect patients’ needs, and 
listen to them, and would not have a problem 
such as this.” 


WHEN CARE and love are extended to the 
dying persons, especially by the family and the 
medical personnel, then the process of dying 
can be a unique time of growth and 
enrichment—both for the dying person and 
those who are with him or her. In Christian 
terms, it is a special time of grace. 


Organize a parish group or join an existing - 


group that ministers to the dying and the 
recently bereaved. There is much that group 
members can do—make home visits, be 
extraordinary ministers of the eucharist, 
volunteer for work at local hospitals or nursing 
homes. 


Group members should be prepared to 
respond to the needs of the dying and bereaved 
or to secure assistance from those who can 
help. Information about resources that exist in 
your area can be obtained from your local 
Catholic Charities, a Catholic hospital, or your 
local or state health department.

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Attorney general explains 
California’s funeral laws 


(One professional all of us will one day 
be in need of is a funeral director. Yet few 
Californians know very much about the 
cost of the services and what the law 
requires in the way of a funeral. Att. Gen. 
Evelle J. Younger answers some com- 
monly asked questions pertaining to 
funeral requirements under California 
law.) : 


What are the legal requirements as to 
the type of funeral a person has to have? 


Younger: In California you may select 
anything from what is referred to as a full- 
service funeral—that is: a service that 
includes embalming, an open view casket 
and the ground burial—to a simple 
cremation and disposal of the ashes. 


If a person decides to be cremated is it 
necessary that a casket be purchased? 


Younger: No. If a body is to be cremated 


a casket is not necessary. However, if 


How much does 
a funeral cost? 


The average cost of a funeral and burial 
is more than $1,800, with the major 
expenses, being the funeral director's 
services, Cemetery plot and monument 
marker. 


The funeral director's fees average 
$1,200 and include embalming and 
obtaining burial permits, use of the family 
rooms and the casket. 


Cemetery plots range from $250 to 
$800, and then there is another $150- 
$300 for opening and closing the grave. 
Some cemeteries require a $100 and up 
concrete liner to a $150 -$500 burial vault 
to keep the grave from sinking, and a care 
fee of around $50. 


Granite and marble monuments are 
priced from $150 to $2,000 with flat 
markers made of bronze or granite 
ranging from $125 to $200. 


there will be a public viewing of the body 
prior to cremation the use of some kind of 
container would be advisable. A very 
simple and inexpensive container could 
be used. 


Can a person who's making funeral 


arrangements ask the funeral director for . 


a range of prices of caskets offered for 
sale? - 

Younger: Most funeral homes have 
showrooms in which the caskets for sale 
are on display. And under the law a funeral 
director, on request, has to provde you a 
statement which gives you the price range 
for all the caskets offered for sale. 


What about embalming? Does California 
law require that a body be embalmed? 


Younger: There is no state law that 
requires a body be embalmed and—if a 
body is to be cremated and is not going to 
be viewed—there is obviously no reason to 
have it embalmed. 


Are there any specific requirements 
imposed upon the funeral director with 
regard to the costs of a funeral? 


Younger: Yes. The law requires that the 
person making the funeral arrangements 
be provided with a complete list of the 
charges for the professional services 
provided. This includes the cost of 
preparing the body, the casket, the 
clothing, the transportation, the flowers, 
the cemetery or crematory charges, the 
newspaper notices, the clergyman’s 


honorarium, and any music that is to be ° 


part of the service. 


Is it possible to take care of your own 
funeral arrangements, or, for that matter, 
the funeral arrangements of someone 
close to you before he or she dies? 


Younger: There are two ways of paying 
for a funeral: at the time of death, called an 
“at-need arrangement,” or prior to death, 
called a “pre-need arrangement.” 


Arranging it prior to the need avoids the 
sometimes costly choices made by you or 


your loved ones under the emotional 
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strain and stress of a family death. You 
should shop for funeral services as you 
would any other important purchase. 


If | make prior arrangements for a 
funeral, am | bound by law to go ahead 
with those specific arrangements? 


Younger: Most pre-need funeral 
arangements are paid for in monthly 
installments. The law requires that all 
money received under this arrangement 
be placed in‘a trust fund within 30 days. 

And either the funeral director or 
yourself, or your legally appointed

ments at any time prior to the actual 
furnishing of the services. You can revoke 
the trust at any time and under California 
law it has to be honored by the funeral 
director within 15 days. 


Will | get all my money back? 


Younger: You'll receive all the money 
you paid to the funeral director together 
with 5 percent interest on the money that 
the funeral director is required to credit 
your account. There is only a slight 
revocation fee involved should you decide 
to change your mind. It cannot exceed 10 
percent of the total in your account.

The time is now 


Make that inevitable decision

of their children were killed in an 
automobile accident.

| chose to write on the subject of death, 
which most of us try to avoid, because in 
the last six months, | have had a few close 
friends, acquaintances, and relatives who 
passed away or were killed in auto 
accidents. - 


Knowing the stress, strain and many 
hard decisions these families have had to 
make on the the worst day of their lives, | 
made a decision to try to help others—to 
relieve them of some of the grief and 
hassle that occur when a loved one dies. 


UPON SOME extensive research and 
question-asking, | have discovered some 
startling information: Young people 
should take heed. In one of our larger 
cemeteries in the San Diego area, a survey 
was taken to determine the ages of people 
laid to rest inthat cemetery. It showed that 
43.5 percent of all the people buried there 
were under the age of 40. 


Yet, when someone talks to a young 
person about pre-arrangements his 
comments are: “I don’t even want to talk 
about it” or, “I don’t need it. I’m going to 
live forever.” 


A few weeks ago | was talking with a 
couple of gentlemen froma local mortuary 
about all the decisions that need to be 
made at the time of death. 


THESE MEN sat down and wrote each 
decision they knew of. They came up with 
124 decisions that have to to made, and 
these are only from the standpoint of 
mortuary and cemetery needs, and do not 


include any family decisions that have to 


be made at home. is 
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| have heard the comment, “Oh, |’m 
gonna leave the decisions up to my family 
when | die.” Needless to say, these people 
don’t realize the burden they place on 
their loved ones. All these decisions on the 
worst day of one’s life can certainly be a 
factor in.overspending for funeral 
arrangments. 


| have found that some cemeteries have 
a pre-need program that will save 50 
percent of the price by buying before 
need. Also, there are some mortuaries that 
have pre-need trusts that freeze the price 
of funeral services at today’s prices. 


UNLIKE INSURANCE on your home in 


case of fire, or on your auto in case of an 
accident, a funeral is an inevitability not a 
probability. 


Yet people will spend hundreds of 
dollars year after year on insurance to 
protect themselves against something 
that may never happen, while never 
putting a penny toward a major invest- 
ment that they know someday must come. 


I’m not writing this to give the funeral 
people a lift; they don’t need it. | write 


- because, in my efforts to help others, | find 


that this is the one subject that everyone 
will face sometime in their life, and yet itis 
the one subject that the general public is 
least acquainted with and the most wary 
of. 


| found also there is a priceless item 
given free by all mortuaries and 
cemeteries. That is counseling. Sit down 
for an hour or more with a counselor from 
your local mortuary and you will find that 
he won’t charge one cent for his time. 


ANOTHER REASON for writing was an 
article Sept. 9 in the San Diego Union 
about a mother who desperately tried to 
save her son from a pauper’s funeral, and 
all the ridiculous hassle she faced on what 
had to be the saddest day or time in her 
life. 


Think about it now, while it is still not too 
late for you. bide :

‘Why a Catholic cemetery? 


By Father George A. Mooney 


From antiquity and a- 
mong all peoples, the 
innate respect for the 
mortal remains of a person 


~ after death has dictated a 


ceremonial care for a final 
and suitable resting place 
for them. 


The ceremonial of burial 
was usually religious, but 
even when it was not it was 
at least an act of humanity. 


FAR FROM being any 
exception to this rule, the 
early Christians exercised 
the fondest care at alltimes 
in the burial of the faithful 
departed. 


Ancient sources record 
that the faithful, singing 
psalms, escorted the body 
of the deceased Christian to 
the cemetery, and there the 
scriptures were read and 
the sacrifice was offered for 
his soul. 


The reverence and devo- 
tion bestowed upon the 
body of the departed Chris- 
tian were founded upon the 
doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion, according to which the 
body is destined to enjoy, 


No funeral masses in cemetery 
chapels except for Holy Cross 


Bishop Maher has issued 
instructions banning fun- 
eral masses in cemetery 
chapels, except for Holy 
Cross diocesan cemetery. 


In aletter to all priests the 
bishop states that there 


have been numerous re- : 


quests for permission to 
celebrate masses in ceme- 
tery chapels. 


IN clarification of Vati- 


can decrees on the subject, 
he points out that the rite of 
funerals does not provide 
for a “mass as a part of the 
funeral.” 


The mass must be cele- 
brated either before or after. 
burial, at some suitable 
time. 


“In accord with the rite of 
funerals there are to be no 
funeral masses celebrated 


in cemetery chapels in the 
diocese,” he writes. 


“THE FUNERAL mass is 
properly celebrated in a 
parish church or in the 
mausoleum of Holy Cross 
Cemetery.” 


-In an earlier instruction, 


Bishop Maher stated that a 
funeral mass ‘may not be 
celebrated in a funeral 
home or parlor.

When the. people of San 
Diego voted Sept. 20 to ban 
nudity on public beaches, 
many believed it would pro- 
hibit nude bathing for every- 
one. 


But this is not the case. 
Nudity is still permitted on 
public beaches for children 
age 10 and under. 


AND THE City Council 
still has the power to lower, 
raise or eliminate the age 
requirement. 


One of the points of con- 
troversy in the campaign to 
ban nudity was the “paint- 
ing of genitalia of young 
people.” One councilman 
said this could still con- 
tinue. 

After the election, the 
council ratified the voter 
action to prohibit nudity on 
public beaches.

The Society is exempt from all Federal Inheritance Tax Laws and also enjoys the 
same exemption under the Laws of the State of New York. New York State likewise 
has a reciprocity statute so that legacies arising in any state which has such a 
reciprocity statute (California is one) would likewise grant exemption from tax.
